It is possible to keep two whole males in a home and not have 
them fight? I have a pair of purebred toms . . . not related, and 
they are starting to fight and occasionally call. Should I have 
one of them altered, or would it be better to have them both 
neutered? I notice you have mentioned “stud tail” in your column 
and I would greatly appreciate knowing what it means.

Males can get along, but usually there is going to be some 
trouble. Having one of them altered will take care of any aggres- 
sive qualities he might have but the other one may still want to 
fight. If you are thinking of having them castrated I would sug- 
gest having one operated and then seeing how they get along. The 
other one could be operated later if necessary. “Stud tail” is a 
condition in which the upper portion of the tail appears to be oily. 
It is usually to do with secretions that collect on the undersurface. 
The use of a very mild detergent solution will usually help in 
cleaning this off. 


I have always fed my cat, now two years old, one brand of 
canned cat food consisting of fish and other products. He loved 
it very much. Recently, however, he passed blood in his urine 
and stopped urinating altogether. I rushed him to the vet and 
he recovered, but the doctor said the cat food did it and never to 
feed it again. Now seems healthy and normal again, but he never 
quits looking in his old cat food dish. You can just see the dis- 
appointment in his eyes. Is it true that a cat food can do this 
to the kidneys. If so, why are they on the market?

I would be more inclined to say that any diet which is pre- 
dominantly of one item—such as fish, liver, kidney—is not an 
adequate diet. However, the particular situation which you men- 
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tion could have happened regardless of what the cat had been 
fed. When I encounter this difficulty, I usually suggest that 
there be a change of diet—no matter what has been fed—because 
in some instances diet can be a contributing factor. 

My veterinarian, after checking our four-year-old spayed female, 
said she was in perfect physical condition but said since she is 
strictly a house cat and getting older, I should take her off pre- 
pared commercial food and feed her only a prescription diet. His 
recommending a specific brand seemed so commercial. Do you 
feel such a recommendation is ethical or necessary?

As more knowledge is gained concerning the requirements of 
cats and the changes in their metabolism as they get older, it is 
advisable at times to put them on a special diet. I can see no 
breach of ethics if the veterinarian has used this particular food in 
other instances and in his opinion thinks that it is beneficial. 
Whether or not it is necessary in this case I cannot say. 


My three-year-old neuter Siamese has developed the chewing 
habit. Sheets, napkins, towels, blankets—anything handy! I get 
his teeth cleaned periodically and also on the advice of my local 
veterinarian apply lanolin to the boy’s nose. This stops him 
temporarily, but after a few months he always starts in again.

If this case is not a vice, it might indicate the need for some 
additional roughage in the cat's diet. You can supply this in the 
form of almost any dry cereal-type food added right with his food.

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‘ WHY ARTISTS PAINT CATS 


by Jane Mills 


Artists paint cats: 1) because they are a part of literature and poetry; 
2) they have style and femininity; 3) they are a domestic pet; 4) they 
are graceful, gentle, and beautiful; 5) they are a symbol of mystery; 
and 6) historically they were considered a sacred animal. Egyptian art 
for two thousand years featured cats sculptured in stone. Siamese cats 


were considered guards of the temple, and are represented in Far 
Eastern art of the past. 


These are the views of Alfred Dupont, Laguna Beach artist who has 
won international recognition in exhibition painting, architectural en- 
deavors, murals and illustrations. Mr. Dupont is currently recognized as 
one of America’s leading marine artists, but he revealed that he has 
painted all subjects from Arabs to ... yes . . . even cats! 


Because it is a community of ideas as well as of art, The Laguna 
Beach colony in California is probably the best place in the world to 
try to learn about artists and cats. 


Ruth Osgood, Balboa Island artist, is best known for her paintings of 
animals. She frequently paints cats, using as models her own three 
Siamese—Mr. Pepys, Gabby and Shelley. One might turn to the 
American Artist Magazine, June 1960, to read a complete article about 
the accomplishments of Miss Osgood in the field of art. Through the 
courtesy of Miss Osgood, photographs of her paintings appear in this 
magazine, but one needs to see them in actual color to fully appreciate 
the striking stylistic effect of beige and brown tones, with bright blue 
accents in the slanted eyes of the Siamese figures. Her paintings sell 
in the Cowie Galleries (Los Angeles) and the Laguna Studio Gallery 
from $150 to $350 and up. When asked why she likes to paint cats, 
Miss Osgood states, “Because I have always liked and admired them—as 
individual and very independent creatures, for their remarkable design 
qualities (of which they seem fully aware), and as delightful pets. I 
have always particularly liked shorthaired cats of Eastern origin, and 
find them an unending source of unpredictable amusement.” 


Miss Osgood adds, “Personally, I don’t believe that the American 
cat holds such an awesome place in our lives as she did in ancient myth- 
ology, for instance, or even as she does in some places of the world 
today. Egyptian goddesses, or the habitations of witches, diabolic instru- 
ments, evil omens or omens of good fortune, clairvoyant or telepathic 

. this type of cat lore in times past has been great subject matter for 
the artist and appears again and again, often as great works of art. 
These aspects of the cat are interesting, but generally, I feel that cats 
are enjoyed in American art as well-loved pets, and useful creatures, 
beautiful and interesting in themselves, either as the subject of the 
entire work, or as a part of it.” 


In searching the many art galleries at Laguna Beach, one finds feline 
beauty portrayed in realistic, impressionist, and cubist form. It is found 
in mediums of water color, oil, casein, crayon, ceramic and _ stone. 
Covey Stewart creates Siamese and other cats in various poses. Carol 
Eytinge, Hollywood Artist, paints cats on velvet cloth. Mrs. Counter 
creates Siamese crayon sketches, covered by a high-gloss clear varnish. 


Photographs of Carol Eytinge’s paintings on velvet also appear with 
this article. Here again, one needs to see the realistic coloring on the 
velvet texture to fully realize why Miss Eytinge’s work is so popular. 
When asked why she likes to paint cats she replies, “I love animals, par- 
ticularly kittens. The realistic quality I try to achieve with my velvet 
paintings seems to make them almost come to life. I also find they are 
loved by so many people; it is very pleasing to watch the enjoyment and 
pleasure the paintings seem to give.” Her paintings are shown in 
Macauley and Son Gallery (Laguna Beach), Harvey Marlowe Gallery 
and Hazlett Gallery (Los Angeles), Parkhurst Gallery (Encino), The 
Flea Market (Beverly Hills), Reene’s Cattery (Burbank), and in her 
own Hollywood studio. 


The public is often misinformed regarding the lasting qualities of 
velvet paintings. Miss Eytinge has developed her own techniques, and 
her paintings have proved through tests to be equally as lasting as most 
contemporary paintings. Her velvet paintings can be rolled, without 
cracking or chipping the paint. They have been tested for fading, and 
paintings several years old are still as brilliant and alive as they were 
the day they were finished. When they pick up lint, which velvet will

do, Miss Eytinge cleans them by using a lint brush (directly over the 
paint, when necessary ). 

Why are cats so popular with other artists? Urda Morrow of Laguna 
Artist Studio, says she paints cats “because they lend to design, and be- 
cause I like to bring out the true character of a cat.” Miss Morrow has 
cats in her home, and watches their antics for ideas. She tells of her 
own Siamese who finishes the last few drops in a martini glass, followed 
by a non-Siamese cat who then eats the olive! 

In the Dixie Hall studio, one may find a cat is not necessarily the 
main subject of a painting. Mr. Hall at present chooses to paint 
bright-eyed small boys as his favorite subject, but admits that with a 
few he had added a cat or a kitten some place in such a painting. Why? 
His answer is so simply stated, yet expressive, “I like the idea of cats.” 
He believes artists paint cats because of their personality and their de- 
sign. He creates his own work in pastels, and in a casein medium. 

In the field of ceramics, Laguna Nursery Oriental Art shop shows large 
ceramic Siamese thirty inches tall. Brayton Pottery has been creating 
cats since 1929. At present they show a large collection of modernistic 
cats in jet black and deep brown tones. Which styles are more popu- 
lar, the realistic or the modern impressionistic? Brayton Pottery shows 
both because both are popular, and they specialize in subjects currently 
being used by the decorators. Cats are among their best ceramic pieces 
for interior decorating. 

Opinions vary on the lasting quality of the cat as a subject for paint- 
ings. The Dupont gallery believes a person must choose a painting that 
is timeless, ignoring the fad subjects which come and go. The patrons 
who buy contemporary work, they say, will turn—from bullfights and 
matadors to tropical themes, an dthen on to other subjects. Mr. Dupont 
feels that cats are presently a popular subject, but he believes they might 
not remain as such lasting best-sellers as will other subjects of fine art. 
Urda Morrow, though, who worked in ceramics for fifteen years, states 
that cats in any form have always had great appeal and will continue 
to do so. y | 

Carol Eytinge says, “The enjoyment I see and feel from viewers cannot 
possibly make cat and kitten paintings anything but a lasting subject.” 

Says Ruth Osgood, “I certainly do believe the cat will always appear 
in American Art. It is always present in our lives—haunting alleys and 
wharves, searching out rodents in rural barns and kitchens, charming 
children as kittens, simply sunning in the windows of any home, or win- 
ning ribbons in particular elegance.” 

In the Dupont gallery a woman with intriguing beauty reflecting in 
her own face, expressed the thought that the person who likes cats, and 
buys a painting of a cat, has a special type of character. She explained 
that a dog will give devoted affection, but a cat is superbly independent. 

If you reach to pet the Siamese beauty, perched high on the shelf, she 
may turn her regal head and walk away, or she may be as warmly 
affectionate as a small child. If you genuinely like cats, and cats seem 
to like you, then you are a special person of interesting character. 

One of the most enthusiastic descriptions of cats came from the gentle- 
man in the Laguna Studio Gallery, who admitted he personally owned 
five cats . . . all trained to come when he whistled. He described his 
return home each evening from the art gallery. He whistles to signal 
the cats, and from all directions they hastily rush to his call. Even his 
newest trainee, an untamed cat, is beginning to learn that food will be

Have the children in your family, and 
the grown-ups, too, been hoping for a 
sweet bundle of love called a kitten for 
Christmas? And has the wish come true? 

Let me congratulate you if it has, for 
you have years of joy ahead of all of you 
—yjoy that will add to the happiness of all 
the other great experiences of your life, 
now and in the future. 

Whatever your kitten, one from a neigh- 
bor’s litter, or a purebred Domestic, 
Foreign Shorthair, or Longhair, it will need 
very much the same training as any of 
the others, and the important thing is to 
start off right. 

First, and if you're a real cat person you 
won't need this advice, start loving your 
kitten right from the start. It's 
it's lonely, and it’s cold. It misses its 
mother, its brothers and sisters, and the 
human friends it had at home. So it’s up 
to you to take it in your arms and pet it 
and hug it and talk to it until it realizes 
that it has found a new friend and a good 
friend. 

So many people bring the kitten home 
and set it on the floor of the living room 
or kitchen and then walk away so every- 
one can see it. That is just about the 
worst way to introduce a person or a 
kitten. The floor is cold and drafty, the 
warm secure hands that held the kitten 
have been taken away, and with all those 
big feet standing around and all those big 
eyes staring, there’s no place to run and 
hide. 


young, 


So, hold the kitten in your arms until it 
begins to relax. Chances are it will soon 
begin to purr and play, and then you can 
pass it gently to another member of the 
family until they become acquainted, and 
so on, until everyone has had his turn. 

However, if the kitten has had a long 
trip or looks as if it’s tired, let the intro- 
ductions go for a while, show it its bed, 
and let it sleep. 

Don’t let the kitten sleep in a drafty 
place or on the floor. Most kittens will 
vote for sleeping with one of the human 
members of the family. If that’s not prac- 
tical, the next best idea is a box with soft 
padding on the bottom (the Kitty Cootie 
Chaser is ideal), so that your kitten can 
curl up without danger of catching cold. 
Place the box on a chair or in some other 
spot off the floor. The kitten will probably 
find it for himself, but if he doesn’t, place 
him in it whenever you see he’s sleepy 
and he'll soon get the idea. Sometimes 
kittens are so worn out from their trip 
to you that they will sleep for a day or 
even two days without much interruption. 
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WELCOMING YOUR CHRIST 


That's not a cause for worry as long as the 
kit acts normal in other ways. 

Probably the next thing you'll think 
about is food. Any of the canned foods 
advertised in CATS, canned or fresh-frozen 
horsemeat, and most other commercial 
products (except canned red tuna) are ex- 
cellent for cats. However, I recommend 
changing from food to food occasionally 
and adding a vitamin and mineral supple- 
ment to the food daily. 
kitten milk, once it is 
avoid a lot of digestive 
milk frequently causes. 

Now that next thought. Letting the 
kitten out day or night isn’t good either 
for the kitten’s safety or your peace of 
mind. The happiest, healthiest kittens and 
cats are those that are kept in the house, 
and there is no such thing as a sanitary 
problem any more. The cat litters are so 
easy, clean and odorless that you needn't 
worry a bit. Housebreaking is the easiest 
thing in the world. Place your new kitten 
in its pan a few minutes after it has eaten

troubles that 


its first meal. He'll figure out what it's 
for, and even if he doesn’t use it then, 


he'll look it up when he’s ready. Once 
you've show him the pan leave it in the 
same spot—he won't enjoy looking for it 
when he’s in a hurry, and if there are 
any accidents, you'll be to blame. (If you 
want to go one step further, look back at 
the Gustafson article in October CATS. It 
tells how to train your pet to use the 
family toilet if you wish.) 

All kittens like to play, just as human 
children do. But after the first few days, 
you'll probably find that you'll have to take 
a few hours away from the kitten to keep 
your daily work from piling up too high. 
The kitten won’t mind. He'll gladly amuse 
himself if you'll give him a few simple 
toys to play with. A catnip mouse, a 
pingpong ball, a wad of paper tied with a 
string. Also it’s best to get him a scratch- 
ing post (Felix’s or Lowe's) if you want 
to reduce the wear and tear on the rugs 
and furniture. Whatever you do don’t 
leave bits of cellophane, rubber bands, 
ribbons, and strings around where the kit- 
ten can get them—they'll be serious hazards 
to his tender little stomach. 

Cats change their clothes automatically. 
This is, they constantly shed their hair, 
and new hair grows in. This isn’t much 
of a problem with Shorthair cats, but to 
keep your beautiful Longhair’s coat con- 
tinuously beautiful will mean a little bit 
of attention every day. I've discussed this 
fully before, but the important thing to 
remember is that if you'll take a few 
minutes every morning to comb out the 
loose hair from the coat you won't have 
to vacuum it off the floor and the furni- 
ture a few hours later. And, you'll save 
your little pet from the discomfort that 
knots and tangles in her hair will cause 
her. 

Whether you want it or not, your little 
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kitten is going to grow up. This can 
mean a bit of trouble. Most males learn 
to spray as they mature (that is, they place 
their scent throughout the house, and this 
can be quite noticeable); most females 
have periodic spells of heat marked by 
loud and penetrating meows and cries. 
You can avoid all this by a neutering op- 
eration on either males or females any 
time after they are eight months old. It's 
a simple procedure at which your veterin- 
arian is adept. 

And speaking of the doctor, be sure you 
watch your kitten’s health closely. Locate 
a cat veterinarian near you, and take the 
kitten to him should it show any signs of 
illness. Even before you purchase the kit- 
ten, you should find out if it has been 
inoculated for feline enteritis. If not, take 
the kitten yourself as soon as it is about 
twelve weeks old and have it inoculated 
by your own veterinarian. It’s absolutely 
necessary to get these shots if you want to 
be sure of enjoying your pet's company 
for a long while to come 

In your own relationship with your cat 
or cats, treat them as you would like to be 
treated. Remember, cats are individuals— 
you'll have to deal with them according to 
their likes and dislikes just as you deal 
with your human friends. Cats have per- 
sonalities like people in other ways, too, 
and you and your cat will get the most 
out of your relationship if you treat each 
other as equals, or even, perhaps, if just 
to be diplomatic you let the cat think it’s 
a little your superior. Never force a cat 
to do anything. Never punish it with 
more than a sharp, “No, No!” Never 
roughhouse unless you're willing to carry 
cat scratches and iodine stains on your 
hards and legs perpetually from now on. 
Pet your cat gently, treat her kindly and 
fairly, and she'll treat you the same way. 

Enjoy your cat with other cat-people, 
too. Look in CATS Magazine for news of 
the cat shows near you or for the name of 
the nearest cat clubs. Go to the shows or 
call the club secretaries and ask for in- 
formation about attending a club meeting. 
You'll have fun, and you'll meet informed, 
successful breeders who will be glad to 
talk to you about all the questions you may 
have concerning your cat. You will make 
repayment by helping with the club work 
or with next year’s cat show, and, chances 
are, you'll soon be exhibiting as your own 
prize-winner the kit who came this Christ- 
mas. 

Yes, all this can happen. And, yes, 
there is a little bit of extra responsibility 
involved when your Christmas kitten comes 
to your home. But just ask any cat-person, 
and you'll know that the care and the 
thought, and the small expense involved 
are as nothing compared to the happiness 
of having a cat as a member of the family. 

So, to your Christmas kitten and to you, 
a very Happy Holiday and a glad New 
Year!

through the neck opening, and press flat. 

STEP 5: With yoke facing you, start at- 
taching the collar at the yoke-back seam, 
through both thicknesses, lining up 
notches, easing it in until it reaches 
the opposite yoke-back seam. Finish 
the inside of the neckline by stitching 
seam binding on collar seam, bend, and 
stitch down to A along the neckline. 
(If you wish, you can skip STEP 5, 
eliminating the collar. Just face the 
neckline with a piece of seam binding 
stitched against A on the wrong side.) 

STEP 6: Try it on kitty, placing button 
on the strap wherever it is the most 
comfortable without binding, and watch 
kitty put on the dog! 


BACK FENCE 


to slacken so they can move in the stream 
of air producing the purr. The resonance 
is given by the hollow cavities of the body 
much in the way the body of the cello does 
to the note produced by the oscillating 
string. 

The long and close association with man 
has probably caused the inter-communica- 
tion between the cat and the owner to 
be something more than an innate reflex 
act. The cat can express desires by a com- 
bination of sound and movement. 

There are variations in the mews that 
are familiar and understandable to the cat's 
owner. It is this voluntary production of 
sound by the cat in contrast to the instinc- 
tive production of sound by the wild 
animal that lifts them in status above their 
untamed brethren. The almost dialectic 
phonetics of our own pet are what makes 
them individuals and delights. 

Mrs. F. M. Detzer, a subscriber to CATS, 
sent us a schedule a ten-year-old girl set 
up before she took a trip from her home 
in Manila. Her Siamese cat, Ping, had to 
be left at home, but she typed these in- 
structions for the Filipino servants to 
follow: 

Please don’t laugh at her. 

Please try to win her trust by petting 
her and talking to her once in a while. 
If she begins to cry, pick her up and talk 
softly to her. If she doesn’t want picked 
up, try giving her a snack. 

Always make sure she is in the house 
every night, please.

the reward for responding promptly to his 
master’s whistle. As he held up a Leon 
Dusso painting of a whimsical cat with a 
fish in its fat tummy, it was evident that 
cats are destined to bring a smile from 
even the most serious-minded art lover. 

Perhaps the reasons which prompt artists 
to paint cats are the same reasons which 
motivate art customers to buy cat portraits. 
In a Vista, California, home one interior 
decorator has chosen the Siamese cat as a 
recipe for color in a modern living room. 
A large painting of a Siamese, framed in 
black, becomes the center of interest dis- 
played on a white brick fireplace. Beige 
carpet and drapes; black tables, lamps and 
figurines; with turquoise chairs and pillows, 
repeat the Siamese coloring. The living 
accent is a Siamese, named Kiva, who 
often poses gracefully in the picture window 
or on the fireplace hearth, beneath the 
painting. Her statuesque pose seems to 
convey to guests that it is her beauty which 
has inspired an entire living-room color 
scheme. 

Several artists suggested that cats seem 
to represent femininity, which in turn sug- 
gests beauty. Other artists feel that cats 
and kittens represent laughter and light- 
heartedness. Examples of this humorous 
side are found in the pottery shops, where 
one finds small ceramic Siamese scampering 
up the side of a large glass vase. With 
the versatility of the cat as a subject, an 
artists can express beauty, movement, color, 
line, femininity, regal stature or laughter.

It sounds very much as though there is a viral infection that is 
being perpetuated by new kittens’ being constantly in the affected 
area. The best that 1 can suggest would be to keep all cats out 
of the area for at least a morth to see if it will not “die out”.

Kittens, cats and Christmas. How hand- 
somely do they complement each other. 
No one, not even Saks, could be so pleased 
with any season as are felines with this 
one. There seems to be a kindred madness 
enjoyed by cats and people caused by the 
“rush” of yuletide. Boxes, paper bags, 
rolls of ribbons; the almost fugitive hid- 
ing of things in odd places which identi- 
fies the pre-Christmas neurosis; the tree 
with reams of dangling decorations; ‘til 
finally, the enchantment of the day itself 
when a cat finds many “visiting” laps to 
sit on and observe the excitement of 
Christmas. Seems the arrangement was 
designed to prompt cat-caroling. 

Should you be a sceptic, who through 
logical analysis, denies the probability of 
such vocal achievement — please be ad- 
cised that recently a member of the de- 
partment of Physiology of the Royal Vet- 
erinary College in London gave a lecture 
on BBC that gave rise to hope that this 
could be in the realm of possibility—dis- 
guised though the tune may be. 

Dr. F. R. Bell, F.R.C.V.S., spoke re- 
garding the voice of the cat. He immedi- 
ately explained that when he spoke of the 
voice of the cat, he meant the sounds the 
cat makes naturally. 

One school of thought says vocal sounds 
of animals will never cross the chasm to 
human speech. Another group claims 
these sounds were the forerunners used by 
humans to create the language as it is now 
spoken. 

Philological study points out that 
animals use sounds for three main pur- 
poses. One, as an extension of their emo- 
tional state; two, as a signal to other mem- 
bers of the species of their presence; three, 
as a communicative gesture. 

Even as each species of animals has a 
characteristic sound, so all animals belong- 
ing to related species make a basically simi- 
lar noise. Be it a tabby cat or a leopard, 
their vocal expressions identify them as a 
family. 

The young of most mammals are able 
to produce a whimpering noise universally 


associated with babies. The nursing 
queen cat uses a soothing tone to her 
young. Humans have a natural tendency 
to use soft sounds when handling their 
young. 

Cats use their voices as indicators of 


emotional state. The awesome howl, the 
“spit” are as frequently heard in the home 
as in the jungle. The arched back and 
the “hiss” are among the first reactions of 
anger or fright in even a furry kitten. 

The vocalization that causes humans 
sleepless nights is either a demonstration 
of territorial possession by a tom who dares 
another to trespass or the mating call of 
male or female. 

The purr has never been totally ex- 
plained. It is closely associated with the 
act of breathing and it is considered likely 
that the relaxed state of the cat allows 
the muscles which control the vocal cords
